Heavy Competition Spurs Rapid 
Boom With No Signs of Leveling

piodiKt calegor>' is making its big- 
gest T\' splash iliis fall, leading all 
categories with a surjwising 16': 
hours of prime time each week out 
nl a three-network total of 70 even- 
ing hours. 

The virtues of si.v toothpastes, 
eight sha\ing creams and a 100- 
plns cosnielics are being extolled 
to the tune of some $230,000,000 
this year on web T\', each com- 
pany allot ing an average of 50 per 
cent of its advertising budget for 
the purpose. In addition, another 
.M 00.000,000 is maiked for spot 
T\ . 

Domestic sales of cosmetics are 
hut a small part of the gross sales 
of the major toiletry firms, with 
foreign markets decidedly more 
lucrative in total. Thus it's re- 
markable that the toiletr>' industrx' 
shoilld lie pouring enough money 
into domestic T\' this season to 
have moved it from the No. 4 
product classificatimi last October, 
\vitli 10 weekly hours in nighttime 
n A', to the .No.'l.

Speculation is equally ' strong | 
that should the report advise i 
changes in present I'CC network ] 
rules, time will play a large role 
in any ultimate rule-making pro- 
posals .set up after the full com- 
mission has considered the recom- 
mendations. The commission re- 
ports lo the Hill in Januarv-, by 
which time the status of pay TV 
wire operations could lia\i some 
bearing, with prominent members 
of commerce committees openly 
fearful of the effects of an> form of 
pay T\' on free. Network spokes- 
men are e.vi>ectcd to battle au> in- 
roads on their present structure as 
"dangerous to free T\' net" orkiug, " 
wlietlier pay T\' is held lo wire or 
gets a broadcast trial. 

Report Subjects 

Tlie 1,200-page mimeographed 
report wil b\pass the subject of 
toll T\'. and the equally burning 
topic o: networks and Brndcast 
N'usic interests, and will concen- 
trate on analy/iiig the "over-all 
coini)etitive conditions" in the in- 
dustry. Backgrounding the Barrow 
report are reports from the Senate 
Commerce Committee and the 
House Antitrust Subcommittee 
recommending reappraisal of FCC 
network rules, and reconimeniting 
modification in option time and 
must buy.

Dean Roscoe Barrow, director 
of the network study group, is on 
record as favoring FCC amend- 
ments of its rules to provide im- 
prose<l competition, rather than 
putting matters into the hands of 
the Department of Justice. Altho 
some finings will be turned over 
to the Antitrust division. Barrow 
told the Magnnson Senate ( oni- 
merce Coinniittee tfiat Aiititnist 
couUI regulate only for violaliiin of 
specific antitrust laws, while tlie 
FCC could regulate more broadly 
"in the public interest." 

The Justice Deparlineul, nieaii- 
wliile. is continuing its own in- 
vestigation of the television pic- 
ture. C)ne of its recent moves is 
a study of alleged block-booking 
of feature films to T\', and tlie 
Justice Department is reportedK' 
combing downi thru smaller dis- 
tributors iu tlic field, as well as the 
big *ones. 

Dean Barrow is also on record 
as being opposed to any further 
concentration of ownership of sta- 
tions in the hands of networks and.^ 
or multiple owners. Tlie question 
came up during the Celler auti- 
tnlst T\' probe, when Barrow 
blamed inter-related ownership for 
much of the monopoly alread> 
fostered b> a "scarcity" of cfian- 
nels, and uent on record against 
relaxing multiple ownership rules.

The Barrow report is already 
going out to interested Coiigress- 
inon. and will give committee 
members on tlie hill one more enor- 
mous TV wad to chew on when 
they meet in January, to hear what 
the full commission has to sav. 



January will akso bring hearings on 
toll TV by tlie HoiLse Commerca 
Committee, as announced by Chair* 
man Oren Harris recent'y. Broad- 
ciist .-uid wired T\' w ill be studied 
li\ Senlate and House ctimmittees, 
and the Justice Department will 
submit a report on its TV in- 
vestigation.

Too often the b,isis for t)i^ 
statement ol a series' status comes hvo or three paragraphs a(l> ^ 
the claim itself, and, in the case of advertisements, either in tlir 
form of a footnote or, in a few ca.ses, not at all.

Enid Convention Hall Lets 
Shows Operate Concessions 

By TOM P.'IRKINSON 

NCREASI.NCI.y RARE is the niiilitorimn or arena which Hcie^ 
nut rillii-r Ifasr out its roncrasions or operate theitl itself. One 
of the eir«T)tions is lh« Convention Hall at Enid. Okl.i.. where all 
concTMions are left lo the person or show st'hic-h rents the bnilding. 

'Phis hnlidinp has a Shrine circus, sometimes pla\s an ice show, 
boaslj an «;iiinal home show nsing its 23,000 sqii.nre feet, and has 
had snch slious as "Mister Roberts." Spike Jones and Cuy Lom- 
bardo. Manager F. A. Bnrdick reports that a new maple Jloor now 
is being installed. 

Background on the concession set-up is that the building oper- 
ated no c<inres.slons for many yean, then a t»vo-year lease w as niad« 
with an operating company. Opposition developed and the bnilding 
reverted to its earlier set-up. 

THAT PROVIDES THAT coni-ession operators pay 20 per 
cent of their net to the building. The C!oiivention Hall provides a 
concession stand at the front lobby and accasionally it comes up 
with tables for use as auxiliar) stands. Otherwise, it has no facilities 
and supplies none. Coolers are supplied by the local bottlers as 
needed, 'i'here are two local operators who, on occasion, bring in 
popcorn machines or other equipment for specific events. 

In operation, the present Enid system is built on the fact th.it 
all events in Ihe building are re<|uired to have a local aiLspic<es. 
Thus, when soinetliing is booked that doe.s not carry its own con- 
cession dep.uiment. the general solution is to have the au.spices 
operate a cold drink stand and such other concessions as they care 
to. 

Sometimes there have been instances iu which no concession 
operation turned np. In those cases, the manager is able lo refer 
the promoters or olliers to Enid companies that are able to fill in. 
The building also follows a rather commonplace method to operate 
concessions at the high school ba.skethall games. One of the classes 
ill the school does the w ork aiid the profits accrue to the high school 
band for new unifonns. In some ca.scs, the building collects nothing 
on concessions, altho the show may be fully equipped and operating, 
because llie hiulding's rate slnichire provides tlial no diarge will 
be made against charity gioups. 

LN PRACTICAL OPERATION, the Convention Hall's conces- 
sion set-up is not wholly satisfactory. Local factors apparently make 
it necessary-; however, close observation wotdd indicate it has not 
been working out well for the citv's building. Evidence is that a 
lack of toucrssiou equipment and facilities holds down the numl)er 
and tvpc of items that can lie handled. .Amateur and part-time 
personnel are a handicap in some c.-ises. The concensus is that if Ihe 
concessions were leased, there would be more satisfaction to the 
public and more incon>e for the building.

Thnmpson first began using black 
lighting, he detailed his idccs and 
mclhods to The Billboard, and a 
series of .irticles were written 
abuu! black lighting and svhat led 
Thompson up to it. Here is a run- 
down oil his progress and methods 
sini-c (hat time. 

I'sing standard all - aluminum 
senilcrs for basic units, Thompson 
custom-niafle all his machines him- 
self. He set three' squared glass 
globes side by side on an oblong 
stand ni.iile out of siood. The 
blai-k light is a 15. watt flnoresct'iit 
tube ssliicli is mounted behind a 
rjiiart<-r-inc4i plate of dark violet 
glass. 

Tiie ligliliiig unit he niuuiiled 
diifctly on the lop of the sender, 
and it shines rlowii at about a 70 
degree angle. The elfecl is that 
of an asviiing projecting over tlie 
machine. After making a fcsv test 
models, 1'honipson hit upon a 
lighting unit that could he 
lununled stably on the vender, at 
the same time ptmnitting easy 
scrs icing of the machine.

him ^wcll over two years ago) was 
dribbled out to me via parcel post 
over a period of about three 
months. To continue buying direct 
from him meant tliat I'd have to 
fie up my operating capital in two 
inventories— one on the shelf to use 
and one on the way somewhere. I 
didn't have that kind of capital in 
those day«, so I started bnying 
from ■ distributor who would fijl 
m\' orders instead of filing them. 

It was with misgi\'ings that I 
sl.trlerl buying Ihni a distributor; 
but since starling, I have not re- 
gretted it. Three years »bo, ap- 
pro.viinately 8.5 per cent is bought 
thru my distributor. About once 
a month I make a buying trip, but 
I don't pay for everything I bring 
back from a visit with my distrib- 
utor. While there I meet opera- 
tors from other territories who are 
w illing to exchange ideas, business 
tips, methods of merchandising and 
tlie like. An operator doesn't get 
that from a manufacturer. For the 
most part, manufacturers don't 
know anything about operating. 
Some of their so-called helpful 
hints are almost ridiculous. If an 
operator will just give him the 
opportunity, a distributor can dis- 
tribute much more than mere nier- 
chaudi-*.e. 

I wa.« lured to the Southwest 
Charm Show with promises of 30 
per cent savings and an opportu- 
nity to see lots of items completciv 
new to me. I found neither. W'h.it 
I did find was this: Some so-called 
big businessmen can be awfully 
little people. The theme of the 



« liolc show seemed to be not w hat 
the manufacturers could do for the 
0|ieralors, but rather how many 
scathing remarks could be made 
almiil a certain distributor. Oh, 
what nainc-callingt Two of the 
four inanufactuiers harped on that 
subject at great length. \ third 
manufacturer told me a bald-faced 
lie when he quoted me a price on 
an item and assured me tliat my 
distributor paid that same price. 
One of tlie manufacturers present 
was a gentleman. 

When ' I started vending opera- 
tions a little o\'er four years ago. 
I had 500 machines, t am now 
well on my way to tripling that 
number, in addition to replacing 
the original .500 with better etjuip- 
menf, entirely out of earnings with 
no outside financing. I owe no 
one. Vou can judge for yourself 
whether I am representative 
enough for my comments to carry 
any weight. (Name Withheld)
